Kid  Paret  dies 
while  in  coma

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  — De- 
throned welterweight  boxing 
champion  Benny  (Kid)  Paret 
died  early  today  without  regain- 
ing consciousness  from  his 
knockout  March  24. 

The  24-year  old  Cuban  was 
the  first  champion  in  boxing 
history  to  die  of  injuries  re- 
ceived in  a title  bout. 

The  Cuban  boxer  underwent 
emergency  surgery  to  relieve 
pressure  on  his  brain  early 
March  25  but  stayed  in  a coma 
until  he  died.  He  was  reported 
to  be  making  some  slight  pro- 
gress until  yesterday  when  he 
contracted  pneumonia. 


OAS  kills  bed  patients 

ALGIERS  (UPI)— A band  of 
Secret  Army  Organization 
(OAS)  commandos  raided  a 
Moslem  hospital  today,  ma- 
chine-gunned helpless  patients 
in  their  beds  and  blew  up  the 
director’s  office. 

First  reports  said  seven  Mos- 
lems were  killed  and  nine 
wounded. 

The  commandos  walked  rap- 
idly into  the  hospital,  brandish- 
ing machine-guns.  While  nurses 
and  doctors  watched  in  horror, 
the  gunmen  rushed  from  one 
ward  to  another  spraying  ma- 
chine-gunfire at  sick  and  in- 
jured Moslems  in  their  beds. 

Then  the  commandos  burst 
into  the  office  of  the  director 
of  the  hospital  where  they  det- 
onated a 32-pound  explosive 
charge.

The  committee  will  have  pow- 
er to  carry  out  punitive  action 
and  also  to  confiscate  the  ad- 
vertising and  hold  it  until  ac- 
tion has  been  taken. 

The  Chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee will  be  appointed  • by  • the 
vice  president  of  student  rela- 
tions. The  chairman  will  choose 
the  members  of  his  committee 
by  application' and  interviews. 

POSTERS  WHICH  are  to  be 
placed  in  the  glass  cases  must 
be  approved  prior  to  their 
.placement.  Those  which  affect 
,the  entire  studentbody  can  be  a 
maximum  of  310  square  inches. 

Signs  about  events  or  func- 
tions .in  which  the  entire  stu- 
dentbody will  not  participate 
•are  limited  to  95  square  inches. 

THOSE  POSTERS  which  will 
appear  on  poster  stands  are  lim- 
ited to  620  square  inches. 


All  publicity  must  be  placed 
on  either  a bulletin  board  or  on 
poster  stands,  but  is  never  to 
be  mounted  on  stakes  and 
pounded  into  the  ground  or  at- 
tached to  walls,  windows  or  any 
campus  structures. 

THE  LOCATION  sites  of  ad- 
vertising will  be  determined  by 
a mutual  agreement  between 
the  Student  Coordinator’s  of- 
fice and  the  administration.  An 
official  list  of  these  locations 
will  be  published  at  the  first 
of  each  semester  by  the  office 
of  Central  Publicity. 

All  posters  are  to  be  removed 
24  hours  after  the  advertised 
function  is  completed.  Poster 
stands  are  not_to  remain  on 
campus,  after  5 p.m.  on  week- 
days, and  may  not  remain  on 
campus  on  weekends  or  school 
holidays. " 

OFF-CA>IPUS  event  leaders 
or  businesses  may  advertise  on- 
ly in  the  Daily  Universe  with- 
out prior  approval  from  the 
Office  of  Central  Publicity. 

Advertisements  that  violate 
BYU  standards  or  are  consid- 
ered to  be  in  poor  taste  will  not 
be  displayed  on  campus  at  any 
time.

If 
the  editor  chooses  to  support 
a particular  candidate,  he  has 
the  same  access  to  the  CAMPUS

dent has,  but  he  forfeits  the 
right  to  exploit  his  editorial 
position  for  partisan  purposes.

Paret  family  staggered 
with  fighter’s  death

NEW  YORK  -The  death  of 
Benny  (Kid)  Paret  early  today 
struck  his  family  like  the 
knockout  blow  that  put  the  wel- 
terweight boxer  into  his  fatal 
coma. 

Paret’s  pregnant  wife,  Lucy, 
his  mother,  Mrs.  Maximo  Cres- 
po, and  the  boxer’s  brother,  An- 
tonio, reached  Roosevelt  Hos- 
pital about  a half  hour  after 
Benny  died  this  morning. 

Paret’s  family  wept  hyster- 
ically at  the  bedside  of  the  fal- 
len ring  warrior. 

The  boxer  had  been  uncon- 
scious since  he  was  pounded 
insensible  at  Madison  Square 
Garden  March  24  In  the  12th 
round  of  a welterweight  title 
fight  with  Emile  Griffith. 

“Paret  died  without  saying  a 
word,”  Alfaro  said,  “he  didn’t 
say  a word. 

“I  was  there  at  the  time  he 
passed  on.  He  was  breathing 
very  fast  and  then  his  blood 
pressure  began  to  low  (rfeL  He 
expired  at  1:55  a.m. 


‘He  got  pneumonia  yesterday 
and  that  was  too  much  for 
him.” 

The  fight  manager  said  he 
loved  Paret  like  “he  was  my 
own  son.  I brought  him  from 
Cuba  four  years  ago  and  I kept 
him  like  a little  baby.  So  I feel 
that  I lost  a son.  He  dies  a 
champion.” 

Alfaro  rehashed  the  fight  and 
said  that  it  should  have  been 
stopped.  He  claimed  that  Paret 
had  been  fouled  because  he  was 
being  hit  while  his  head  was 
outside  the  ropes. 

The  manager  said  because  of 
the  noise  at  ringside  Referee 
Goldstein  apparently  did  not 
hear  him  and  Paret’s  seconds 
shouting  to  stop  the  fight. 

Alfaro  said  he  would  not  pro- 
pose that  boxing  be  abolished. 

Alfaro  said  Paret  lived  here 
while  lie  was  boxing  because 
"he  liked  the  way  of  life  in 
the  United  States. 

“He  wanted  to  become  a cit- 
izen, but  he  didn’t  have  the 
time.”

Many  Arab  Intelligentsia  are  against 
U.  S.  foreign  policy,  says  student 


THE  U.  S.  HELPED  to  estab-  strong  foothold  there.

The  Arab  intelligensia  feels 
that  the  American  foreign  poli- 
cy in  the  Middle  East  is  crummy 
because  it  supports  Zionism, 
imperialism  and  colonialism. 
Such  support  is  inconsistent 
with  the  American  ideology  and 
heritage  which  we  like,  said 
Arabian  student  Fayek  Saleh. 


lish  the  state  of  Israel— a polit- 
ical move  hot  a religious  one. 
She  gives  France  weapons  to 
fight  the  Algerians,  thus  fur- 
thering imperialism  and  colon- 
ialism, Saleh  asserted. 

The  U.  S.  puts  its  emphasis 
on  Western  Europe  while  Rus- 
sia’s attention  is  on  the  Middle 
East.  Saleh  said  the  U.  S.  should 
shift  more  of  its  attention  to  the 
Middle  East  if  only  because  44 
per  cent  of  the  world’s  oil  re- 
serves are  in  Arab  country. 

SALEH  POINTED  out  that 
the  Arabian  people  like  Russian 
foreign  policy  because  the  Rus- 
sians support  t&em  rather  than 
the  Jews.  The  Russians  funnel 
lots  of  money  to  the  Arabs,  but 
more  important,  they  support 
them  politically.  They  vote  for 
the  Arabs  in  the  U.  N.,  Saleh 
said. 

Ho  emphasized  that  the  Ara- 
bian people  realize  the  Commu- 
nists are  helping  them  only  so 
they  can  get  their  foot  into  the 
area.  But  he  said  the  Arabs 
hate  the  Russian  ideology  and 
the  Communists  are  not  prac- 
ticing in  the  Arab  world.

Saleh  explained  that  Palestine 
was  split  in  1947,  the  Jews  set- 
ting up  the  state  of  Israel  and 
the  Arabs  receiving  a small  sec- 
tor in  the  western  part  of  the 
country.  David  Ben  Gurion  is 
Israel’s  governor  and  the  Arabs 
are  under  the  political  dominion 
of  King  Houssein  of  Trans-Jor- 
dan. The  Arabs  dream  of  the 
time  when  Palestine  will  again 
be  united  and  still  think  of 
themselves  as  part  of  Palestine, 
Saleh  said. 

THERE  IS  NO  difference  be- 
tween Zionism  and  Communism, 
Saleh  said.  The  Jewish  people 
are  trying  to  make  in  Palestine 
and  the  Arab  world  exactly 
what  the  Communists  are  trying 
to  make  in  this  country. 

Saleh  said  in  his  opinion  there 
is  a difference  between  a Jew 
and  a Zionist.  He  said  the  Jew 
is  a religionist  and  the  Zionist 
a politician. 

“This  kind  of  Israel  is  not 
fulfilling  the  Biblical  prophecy.” 
. said  Saleh,  “because  the  Zionists 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  Holy 
Land.  A sign  on  the  Parliament 
building  in  Jerusalem  says  our 
country  extends  from  the  Nile 
to  the  Euphrates,”  Saleh  said. 

SALEH  INDICATED  that  the 
American  people  are  ignorant 
of  the  situation  in  Palestine — 
that  American  dollars  and  po- 
litical support  are  being  given 
to  the  American  populus  knows 
not  what. 

Saleh  suggested  the  Ameri- 
can people  find  out  more  about 
the  Arab  situation.  He  said  they 
are  denied  their  right  to  hear 
the  Araba  case  in  Palestine— 
they  should  free  themselves  of 
the  Jewish  influence  and  propa- 
ganda. 

HE  SAID  THE  U.  S.  should 
discontinue  aid  to  Israel  and  not 
help  the  Jews  against  the 
Arabs.  Saieh  reported  that  Is- 
rael has  received  $3  billion 
from  this  country  since  its  for- 
mation and  if  the  U.  S.  would 
threaten  to  withdraw  this  aid, 
it  would  force  the  Israelis  into 
line.  He  said  they  would  be 
forced  to  follow  U.  N.  resolu- 
tions which  they  have  in  the 
past  disregarded. 

Saleh  said  the  Arab  people 
will  continue  to  grab  American 
dollars  which  are  carelessly 
thrown  their  way,  but  money 
will  .not  gain  their  friendship. 
He  said  what  the  Arab  people 
want  most  is  for  the  U.  S.  to 
discontinue  political  and  unbal- 
anced economic  support  of  the 
Zionists.  The  Arabs  can  fight 
the  Zionists  but  not  the  U.  S.
